The following report of Mr. J. W. 
Howson, State Organizer of Cali- 
fornia, and of Mr. I_. C. Williams, 
member of the Executive Committee, 
will prove interesting reading to the 
members of the National Associa- 
tion. We bespeak for it not a casual 
reading, but a careful perusal. We 
further desire that every member of 
the Executive Committee and every 
State Organizer study these reports 
carefully and compare them with 
the work they themselves have done. 
The reports show the value of 
systematic and painstaking effort. 
Mr. Howson will shortly tell in de- 
tail, how he went about organizing 
his State and how he accomplished 
the work he has. The membership 
of the National Association is now 
approximately 1300, or just about 
double that at the close of the 
Cleveland Convention. If every 
State organizer had been a Howson, 
we would have from 10,000 to 15,- 

000 members, and if one will pause 
to realize what that means, he will 
have food for thought. It would 
mean an initial payment into the 
Treasury of about $10,000, and an 
annual income from dues of approxi- 
mately $5,000. With this sum the 
Secretary could be placed on a salary 
and devote all of his time to the 
work of advancing the interests of 
deaf. Do not hold up your hands 
and say that this is impossible. 
There was no more difficult State in 
the Union to deal with than was 
California when the present ad- 
ministration took hold. The deaf of 
the State were not merely inactive, 
but those then in ]>ower were an 
tagonistic and declared that if the 
N. A. D. did not subserve the 
interests of the American Federation, 
the N. A. D. could not even hold 
its proposed Convention in San- 
Francisco. Look at the difference 
in a year and a half. California 
has the largest State membership of 
all, they have raised over $1,000 al- 
ready for the Convention. The 
authorities of the Fair have set 
aside a day to be known as National 
Association of the Deaf Day. Does 
not every member of the Associa- 
tion who reads this feel like getting 
up and chtcritig for the California 
deaf ? Does it not inspire in you a 
desire to accomplish as much in your 
own sections? Will you not all 
touch the switch that sets your think 
factories to buzzing, and try and de- 
vise icthod whereby the rank 
and file of the Association can be 
kept in touch and interested in the 
work that is being done, and come 
out in the Journal with discussions 
in line with Mr. Howson's sug- 
gestion, backed up as it is by that 
of Mr. Williams ? It might not 

potsibl* for the Journal to set 
aside a single issue for suggestions 
along this line, and we may not all 
be inspired at the same moment, so 

1 suggest that if anyone has an in- 
spiration, he at once publish it in 
the Journal. I should like to see 
a good live discussion on this subject. 
A new year is on us, and it is to be 
the year of the great California Con- 
vention. Let it prove a live year. 

One other matter. Several com- 
mittees ami commissions were ap- 
pointed immediately after the 
eland Convention. Some of 
them lnvc done excellent work. 
Others have done NOTHINU. 
These committees and commissions 
•■ appointed to WORK. They 
•' organized for ornamental 
1"" to gratify the vanity of 

by placing him or her on an 
''ii|>ortant committee. In mv Presi- 
dcat'a Address at the San Francisco 
Convention I will take up each of 



these committees and commissions 
in turn and tell who was appointed, 
the nature of our correspondence, 
and what they have done, or what 
they have not done. If they have 
done nothing I will say so, and the 
American Deaf can herd the sheep 
from the goats, the talkers from the 
doers. I will not mince matters. 
If you have been given work aud 
have shirked the work, no one is to 
blame but yourself Neither long 
standing friendship, or the impor- 
tance of the parties concerned will 
count in this. They will be judged 
by what they bave done. There is 
still six months before the conven- 
tion, and it will behove certain 
individuals to wake up and get busy. 
We do not want explanations, we 
want RESULTS. 

It is a strange commentary on 
things in general, that one of the 
best and most active committees, the 
De l'Epee Mouument Committee, 
that it has been criticized for its 
activities. It has been called a 
" robber" committee. If there is 
difference of opinion as to the advis- 
ability of erecting a monument, that 
should have been ascertained at 
Cleveland. The maHer was open 
to discussion. By an unanimous 
vote this project was endorsed, and 
the President was instructed to ap- 
point a committee. The President 
carried out his instructions, and the 
committee has acted with commend 
able energy, and deserves all praise. 
Neither the President nor the Com- 
mittee were called upon to pass upon 
the advisability of erecting the 
monument. They were ordered to 
do so. They are trying to carry out 
these orders, and will continue so to 
try until the Association in Conven- 
tion orders them not to. The com* 
mittee that has this work in charge 
should have unstinted praise for its 
energy aud enterprise, and it will 
have it Some of those who now 
oppose the project were at Cleveland, 
and their opposition should have 
been made then and there, and it 
would not now appear as if they 
were knockers and calamity howlers. 
Let the new year show active work 
in all departments. Let the members 
of the Executive Committee, and the 
Officers, and the State Organizers, 
and the Chairmen of Committees, 
GET BUSY, and show what is in 
them.

Dkar Sir : — I herewith submit 
my third report as State Organizer 
of the N. A. D. for California. The 
original fourteen members within 
the State, I have, with the aid of 
the Committee of Five and several 
individual assistants, increased to 
three hundred and thirty-four. In 
addition we claim individual mem- 
bers each from Oklahoma, Idaho, 
Hawaii, Nevada and New York. 

Assuming that one member can I* 
obtained from each 4,000 of popula- 
tion, the sectional areas of the State 
may be represented as follows : — 
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A. D., while 267 are not. Of the 
267 non-members, the majority are 
not within easy reach of the Com- 
mittee of Five. It further means 
that we have a far larger proportion 
of members to the available field, 
than have societies in general. It 
means an increasing difficulty to 
keep in touch with and weld into 
one harmonious whole the many 
diversified interests which are none 
too strongly held together by the 
single common bond of deafness. 

The officers of the California As- 
sociation of the Deaf, of the Sphinx 
and other clubs, as well as local 
officers and committee members of 
the N. A. D. realize this and have 
made every effort to get in touch with 
and interest the deaf of the State in 
matters which vitally concern 
them. These men and women have 
worked overtime with personal cor- 
respondence, the getting out and 
mailing, to each member, of circulars 
and phamplets. Nothing that might 
interest the members has been over- 
looked. Whenever any member has 
shown any inclination to assist in 
any way, such assistance has been 
gladly received. Picnics, parties, 
social gatherings, a bazaar and in- 
numerable other devices have been 
been resorted to, and it is safe to 
say that the deaf of California have 
never before, even approximately, 
had so much interest crowded into 
their lives as the last year has seen. 
All members have been urged to 
subscribe to the News, the Journal, 
the Silent Worker and the Observer, 
to which our Literary Bureau are re- 
gular contributors, and sample copies 
have been sent to many. 

The Committee of Five will con- 
tinue in harness for some time long- 
er, and after their disbandment will 
no doubt assist as individuals, but 
they feel that to continue the work 
which they have been carrying on, 
it will be necessary for the parent 
association, the N. A. D. , to lend a 
hand. A substantial membership is 
the foundation upon which our as- 
sociation rests, to which all other 
things are subservient, and without 
which there is not. To retain what 
we already have will require the 
united efforts of all,

The committee has made full ar- 
rangements for meeting places for 
the convention, run a Bureau of Pub- 
licity which surely has made noise 
enough and no further mention, and 
is now daily expecting to close trans- 
portation arrangements. The fur- 
ther work of the committee, aside 
from fund-raising, will hinge mainly 
on the size of the fund and the at- 
tendance expected. 

No. 5. To get the members of the 
Sphinx Club to join the Nad as a branch 
society and then le> the club as a whole 
serve as a local committee. While the 
Sphinx Club is not organized as a branch 
of the Nad, the members are all Nads and 
are guaranteed continued and paid-up mem- 
bership in both the National and State As-

I have wondered if his cow would 
ever run dry and his department 
would consist of a barren item or 
two, but in issue after issue, he has 
filled his two or more pages, not 
only with, the milk but with tbe 
cream of news about the Association, 
its spirit and its doings. 

The whole Association is a cable of 
live wires, and Mr. Ruude's depart- 
ment does the Association and him- 
self credit Its pages are the first I 
turn tq when I get the paper. I 
dare say they are also the first the 
grown-up California deaf read 
through. 

And there is a reason. There is a 
new spirit among these Californians. 
It is a mighty fine spirit. They are 
banding together not only for their 
own interests, but to give the N. A.

The day is 
past when they fawned on their 
superintendents, and approached 
their little thrones on their knees, 
and bowed their foreheads in the 
dust, before their we-know it-all-and- 
you-know-nothing assumption. 

But I have wandered from the 
point. What I started out to say 
was that the C. A. D. Committee of 
Five, Messrs Howson, Lester, 
Jacobs, Lohmeyer and Runde, an- 
nounces in this issue of the Califor- 
nia News for June ist, that up to 
May 24th, it had received $432.64, 
mostly in dues. Of this sum $90 00 
was paid to the California Associa- 
tion as its share for membership 
dues ; $22 20 to the California News 
as its share; and to the N. A. D., as. 
its share, $247 00. 

There was some expense for print- 
ing and postage, and the committee 
had a balance of $20.81. 

I wish a moving picture film 
could have been taken of Treasurer 
llarley D. Drake when be received 
this check for $247. I suppose he 
would look like Mr. John Bunny 
when Mr. John Bunny feels very 
much pleased. Mr. John Bunny 
knows how to smile all over. 

This check for $247, sent to the 
N. A. D. treasury, means that there 
are 247 new California Nads. Add- 
ing the eighteen names in the Cleve- 
land report we have 265. I must 
stop awhile and get my breath back 
again. 

California now has a population of 
about 2,500,000, not counting the 
Japs and the Seas that are almost 
as bad as the Japs. That would 
seem that there is no Nad in about 
each nine thousand of the popula- 
tion. My own state has a popula- 
tion of about 825,000. At the Ca- 
lifornia rate, it should have about 
ninety Nads. I believe it has only 
about thirty. There are certainly 
sixty more who should be enrolled. 
At the same rate, Ohio should have 
five hundred Nads, Illinois six hun- 
dred, Minnesota two hundred twen- 
ty-five, Missouri three hundred 
fifty, New York one thousand, and 
the whole United States over ten 
thousand. 

California has done her share in 
full measure. She is the only state 
that has furnished her full quota in 
the army of ten thousand Nads. 

But she is not going to stop. 
She wants three hundred. I will 
bet you a nickel with a hole in it, 
Mr. Editor, that she will get them 
— and a few more for good measure. 
My friend, the Cadi, tell me that 
the moving spirit, the deus ex ma- 
china, the master pilot at the helm of 
this splendid movement is the new 
C. A. D. President, Mr. Leo. C. 
Williams. I hope Mr. Williams 
will permit me to take off my hat to 
him and pay him the homage of a 
profound bow. I hope he will per- 
mit me to admire him. I do most 
sincerely. I like to give credit 
where credit is due, I am sorry I 
said some sharp and maybe cutting 
things about Mr. Williams some 
time ago. I trust he will forget 
them. 

But this magnificent spirit of get- 
ther and work-together among 
the California deaf has its chief 
source In one fact. 

This fact is that the N. A. D.

Chester C. Codmau, of Ronan, 
Mont., wrote in bis letler of Decem- 
ber 27th : "To-day is Sunday of the 
Yuletide, the time to think of ab- 
seut friends — my thoughts are of 
you and all your kindness, sol send 
vou my Christmas greetings to you 
all. 

" The last two weeks have been 
the very hardest and most strenu- 
ous of my life. I will tell bow : On 
the I2t h of December, I was going 
to town, but met the threshing man 
on the way, telling me that he whs 
ready to move any time, and would 
let us neighbors know by the blow 
of the whistle, calling us down to 
help. His place is eight miles from 
heie. Sure enough, the whistle did 
blow at high noon of Sunday, De- 
cember 13th, aud it was eighteen 
below zero that day. We went with 
our teams dragging the heavy ma- 
chine along over the snow and slip- 
pety hills slowly for several miles 
till midnight, and Ihen went further 
on in the morning ami did not reach 
I he Hist place until midnight. It 
was terribly cold — at ten below zero 
for seveial days. The machine fin- 
ally reached my place in the after- 
noon of December 22d, and thresh- 
ing was done the uext day at noon, 
"If I had my wheat threshed 
early in the fall, I might have saved 
75 to 100 bushels mote. Hut that 
can't be helped. Farmers have to 
battle with the bad weather and 
have enough jrit left to try again 
for 1915. 

"The year of 1914 has been the 
worst one as far as the weather is 
concerned. Too hot and dry in 
Spring and Summer; too wet in 
Fall We hope however that we 
will have better results in 1915. 
" I received a long letter from Ed 
ward Garrett recently. He is on a 
320-acre claim in Scianton Co, 
Montana, 57 miles from the nearest 
railroad town. He is doing fairly 
well in his mighty struggles. Well, 
if bo sticks to it, he will have it paid 
in full within ten years. I tell yon 
pioneering is NO FUN; it is all an up- 
hill struggle. Sticktoiliveness is the 
only way to win. 

" My health is No 1. The fractur- 
ed rib is completely healed.
